AFTER ACCIDENT 
7TH IN 39 DAYS

Death continued to stalk Adams 
county highways, claiming its sev­ 
enth victim in 39 days when Mrs. 
Annie Kozlovsky, 38, of Nesque­ 
honing, 
critically 
injured 
in 
an 
automobile accident at the north 
edge 
of 
Gettysburg, 
Wednesday 
morning, died at the Annie M. War­ 
ner hospital at 7:30 o’clock this 
morning. 
With a badly crushed chest, a 
severely lacerated left arm, com­ 
pound fracture of the left arm 
above the elbow, several broken ribs 
and numerous contusions and abra­ 
sions, Mrs. Kozlovsky was rushed to 
the local hospital in a critical con­ 
dition immediately after the acci­ 
dent. 
Hu*hand Is Critical 
Hospital authorities exerted every 
effort to save the woman’s life but 
the severe nature of her injuries, 
which also included damaged kid­ 
neys and cerebral concussion, in­ 
duced death. 
Internal chest hem­ 
orrhages were given as the cause of 
death. 
Joseph Kozlovsky, husband of the 
fatally injured woman, is in a criti­ 
cal condition at the local hospital. 
He has a number of broken ribs on 
the left rear side, a bruised chest 
and internal injuries. 
Hts condi­ 
tion is critical but hospital authori­ 
ties are hopeful of saving his life. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kozlovsky were oc­ 
cupants of a sedan driven by Julius 
Novock, 21, also of Nesquehoning. 
Miss Sue Martls, 19. of Lansford, 
was the fourth occupant. 
The motorists were en route to 
Mont Alto sanitorium to visit a 
daughter of the Kozlovskys. 
Sideswipe* Pole 
As 
young 
Novock 
neared 
the 
bridge spanning Rock creek at the 
north edge of Gettysburg on the 
Harrisburg road his machine skid­ 
ded and he lost control, he told a 
local motor patrolman who investi­ 
gated. 
The car swerved to the right and 
thence across to the left side of the 
road and ran down an embankment 
where it sideswiped a telephone 
pole. 
Tire ow swung completely 
around. 
The occupants were not thrown 
out of the machine but the im­ 
pact of the car crashing down the 
embankment and thence the rear 
end sideswiping the telephone pole 
and flying glass inflicted the severe 
injuries upon the couple riding in 
the rear seat. 
2 Hurt Slightly 
The Gettysburg ambulance was 
called and Mr. and Mrs Kozlovsky. 
Miss Martls and Novock were rush­ 
ed to the Warner hospital. 
Novock and Miss Martls were not 
admitted as patients, but both re. 
ceived medical attention. 
Novock told the patrolman that 
he was driving 35 to 40 miles an 
hour when his machine skidded and 
he lost control. 
The body of Mrs Kozlovsky was 
removed to the H. IV Bender and 
son funeral home where it is being 
held pending the arrival of relatives 
this afternoon.

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Mush Ball Rules 


S u c c e e d s J o h n so n

Interpretations of the rules for 
soft ball or mush ball which has 
become popular in this section have 
caused arguments at several games 
played on the playground recently. 
For the benefit of the more than a 
hundred players in the two leagues 
and the several hundred fans who 
witness the games, a few of the most 
important of the rules will be listed. 
Most of the same rules that apply 
to regulation baseball are observed. 
However, instead of nine players 
each team has ten men, the extra 
player being called the short fielder. 
The pitcher is required to throw 
with a full-arm swing under-hand­ 
ed. 
No balk is called against the 
pitcher, a ball being called for what 
would be a balk in regulation base­ 
ball. 
* 
The batsman is out when the third 
strike is called regardless of wheth­ 
er or not the ball is caught. Bunt­ 
ing, or attempting to bunt, is pro­ 
hibited under penalty of the balter 
being declared out. A pitched ball 
striking the batsmen is called a ball 
and does not entitle a free base. 
On a foul hit ball that does not 
go directly to the catcher but rises 
higher than the batsman’s head, if 
caught, the batter is out. 
Base runners must not leave their 
bases until a pitched ball has 
reached or passed the batsman. A 
runner who was on third base when 
the pitch started cannot score on 
any pitched ball which passes the 
batsmen. 
The playing field is considerably 
smaller than regulation fields. 
Gloves may be warn by any or all 
players. 
Metal spiked shoes are 
strictly prohibited. 
These rules were taken from an 
official soft ball rule book.
